1 997  has  been  a  very  active  and  busy  year.  The  Board  approved  two  new 
subdivisions  and  revoked  one  recorded  subdivision  Plan.  Members  of  the  Board 
attended  various  planning  activities  during  the  year:  The  Spring  Conference  for 
Planning  with  the  Office  of  State  Planning,  the  Carroll  County  Conservation 
Dinner,  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  Law  Lectures,  the  Route  16 
Corridor  Study  Meetings  and  others. 

In  addition  to  regular  activities,  the  Board  worked  as  planned  on  the  Update  of 
the  Master  Plan.  We  held  a  Master  Plan  Work  Shop  in  September  for  the  public 
and  began  to  develop  the  Goals  and  Objectives  as  well  as  some  of  the  Land  Use 
Section.  Due  to  a  low  turn  out  at  the  Work  Shop,  the  Board  will  continue  this 
process  by  conducting  a  survey  to  complete  this  section. 

With  all  the  recent  debate  and  discussion  over  zoning  this  year,  it  is  very 
important  to  the  Board  and  the  Town  to  have  as  much  public  participation  and 
input  as  possible.  Therefore,  the  Board  welcomes  and  urges  all  townspeople  to 
come  forward  and  help  us  reach  a  consensus  on  these  issues.

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EFFINGHAM  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

Eleven  meetings  were  held  during  1997  during  which  a  broad  range  of  preservation 
activities  were  conducted.   In  addition,  three  applications  were  submitted  and 
approved  following  the  design  review  process.   The  Commission  works  to  preserve 
the  natural  and  historic  environment  of  the  Town  and  this  course  of  action  has 
relevancy  to  ongoing  nation-wide  and  state-wide  proceedings. 

The  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation's  President  recently  made  the 
following  comment. 

"If  we  all  work  together,  we  can  get  to  the  day  when 
communities  won't  have  to  choose  between  the  preservation 
of  their  heritage  and  the  promise  of  prosperity." 

Heritage  is  good  business!   It  attracts  heritage  tourism  which  has  tremendous 
impact  upon  the  prosperity  of  a  community.   The  following  is  a  review  of  recent 
heritage-tourism  developments. 

The  National  Park  Service  reported  last  December  that  a  recent  survey  of  U.  S. 
adults  which  was  conducted  by  the  Travel  Industry  Association  of  America  found 
that  45  percent  of  adult  travelers  included  a  museum  or  historic  place  in  a  trip 
last  year  and  one-third  of  adult  travelers,  65.9  million,  reported  taking  a  trip 
based  on  historic  or  cultural  interest  during  1997. 

The  National  Conference  of  State  Historic  Preservation  Officers  and  the  National 
Park  Service  last  year  cosponsored  the  development  of  a  series  of  Online  travel 
itineraries,  "Discover  Our  Shared  Heritage"  which  also  may  be  found  through 
the  National  Park  Service  Web  site,  "Links  to  the  Past."   These  travel  guides 
help  trip  planning  by  linking  a  variety  of  historic  places  from  national  parks 
to  national  historic  landmarks  to  state  and  locally  significant  historic  resources. 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  currently  is  developing  this  region's  segment 
of  the  ongoing  N.  H.  Route  16  Corridor  Study  and  the  Scenic  Byways  Study.   Last 
summer,  the  first  draft  of  a  Route  16  Vision  Report  was  developed  to  be  included 
in  a  major  Travel  and  Tourism  Report  for  release  this  spring  which  will  detail 
the  recreational  patterns  and  preferences  of  tourists  in  this  area. 

The  Effingham  Historic  District  Commission  continues  its  community-stewardship 
role  to  preserve  the  heritage  of  the  Town  for  the  common  good.   All  are  welcome 
to  attend  meetings  which  are  held  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month  at  7:30  P.  M. 
at  the  Town  House.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
Annual  Report  -  1997 

The  Conservation  Commission  had  a  busier  than  usual  year.  Extensive  timbering 
took  place  throughout  the  town  from  early  summer  into  the  fall.  All  sites  had  to  be 
inspected  to  ascertain  that  proper  protection  was  accorded  to  any  wet  lands,  watersheds 
marshlands  and  swamps  in  the  cutting  area.  The  Conservation  Commission  wishes  to 
acknowledge  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  assistance  in  several  difBcult 
situations.  By  year's  end,  most  of  the  worst  violations  had  been  resolved. 

Several  Province  Lake  residents  have  submitted  applications  to  NH  DES  to  build 
retaining  walls  to  prevent  the  soil  erosion  that  takes  place  during  the  harsh  winter  months. 
The  Commssion,  while  it  does  not  issue  permits,  is  obligated  to  inspect  the  sites  and  report 
findings  to  the  DES. 

Earth  Day  '97  was  the  most  successful  so  far  with  more  townspeople  adopting 
a  section  of  road  in  their  neighborhoods  for  spring  cleanup    As  part  of  Earth  Day 
the  Commission  sponsored  an  Effingham  school  student  for  a  week  at  the  Enviromental 
Camp  on  the  Maine  coast. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month  at  7:30  p.m.  at  Town  Hall 
as  well  any  site  meetings  as  the  need  occurs.

To  aid  yoiir  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  cont&ci  your 
local  Waiden  or  Fire  Depar'inei\t  To  fnid  out  11' a  permit  is  required.  Violations  of  R SA  227-L:  1 7, 
the  fire  permxt  law  and  ih<e  other  buriiing  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  52,000  and'or  a  jeai  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

Thsre  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  aie  available  to  assist  commonitie?  with 
forest  lire  suppression^  prevenujtn  and  traimng  programs  as  wel!  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire 
and  timber  hsirvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fixe  or  timber  harvest  laws, 
please  call  our  office  at  271-221 7. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fre  Wai'dens  ard  Deputv-  Forest  Fire  M'ardens  throughoui  the 
state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  V/arden  und  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  ;:he  Forest 
Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement:.  The  1997  fite  season  was 
a  safe  period  for  wildlaiid  firefighters  witli  no  major  injuries  reported.  The  drought  conciitions 
experienced  during  the  early  siunmer  months  was  a  significant  factor  resulting  in  tb.e  total 
nianber  of  fires  reported  duiing  the  season. 

TTie  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  1 5  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  conlract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  iTom  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  respoiise  r'rom 
local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  inconlroUing  the  size  of  wildland  fires  ar^d 
keeping  the  loss  of  propert)'  and  suppression  costs  as  low-  as  possible.

The  Effingham  Rescue  Squad  showed  gains  in  trained  membership  in 
1997.   The  squad  now  has  1  Paramedic,  7  EMT ' s ,  2  members 
currently  in  EMT  class  and  4  rescue  members  with  CPR 
certification.   Our  leadership  has  remained  strong  and  steady, 
with  Jim  Applei  as  Captain  and  Cory  Hewitt  as  President/Head  of 
Servi  ce . 

During  1997,  Effingham  Rescue  responded  to  over  80  calls  for 
medical  aid  and  also  assisted  Effingham  Fire  Department  on 
numerous  fire  calls.   Our  training  officer,  Paramedic  Larry 
McCul lough,  has  offered  monthly  classes  to  increase  our  knowledge 
and  expertise  in  the  many  varied  areas  of  emergency  medicine.   We 
were  fortunate  to  receive  excellent  assistance,  when  needed,  from 
MedStar  Ambulance  Service  in  Tamworth,  NH. 

If  a  medical  emergency  does  arise,  it  is  VERY  IMPORTANT  that  the 
members  of  our  squad  know  any  pertinent  medical  history  that  you 
may  have  -  allergies,  medications,  medical  conditions,  etc.   We 
suggest  that  you  keep  a  current  list  of  these  items  attached  to 
the  front  of  your  refrigerator  or  place  this  information  in  a 
pill  vial  inside  the  refrigerator.   This  way,  if  you  are  unable 
to  verbally  provide  this  information,  the  data  can  be  given  to 
the  hospital  and  your  care  needs  can  be  better  served. 
And  be  assured,  all  information  is  strictly  confidential. 

As  always,  we  strive  to  provide  the  highest  quality  emergency 
medical  services  to  the  townspeople  of  Effingham.   We  are  most 
grateful  for  the  continuing  support  via  generous  donations  and 
cards  of  thanks  received  during  1997.

It 
supports  and  respects  the  family  as  the  primary  unit  of  care,  and  it  endeavors  to  ofl'er  alternatives 
that  enable  and  empower  individuals  and  families  to  direct  their  own  care.  This  is  accomplished 
by  an  interdisciplinary  team  approach  that  maintains  patient  care  as  the  first  priority.  The 
professional  health  care  team  provides  skilled  nursing,  home  health  aide  care,  occupational 
therapy,  physical  ther^y,  speech  therapy,  medical,  psychological,  social  and  spiritual  care,  as 
well  as  bereavement  and  volunteer  coordinalion.  These  services  are  available  throughout  die 
Agency's  three  main  programs,  which  are  the  Home  Health  Care  Program,  the  Hospice  Program 
and  the  Outpatient-Maternal  Child  Health  Program 

Caring  for  tfie  residents  in  oui'  service  aiea  for  over  50  yeais,  tlie  VNA-Hospice  is  a  not-for-profit, 
free  standing,  home  care  agency.  The  Agency  works  closely  with  local  physicians,  hospitals,  State 
agencies  and  other  health  related  organizations  to  ensure  that  the  patients  entrusted  to  us  receive 
the  highest  quality  of  care.    The  VNA-Hospice  is  a  key  component  of  the  health  care  delivery 
system  in  this  region.  As  health  care  needs  of  our  residents  continue  to  change,  the  VNA-Hospice 
has  had  to  alter  its  mission  and  goals  to  meet  those  needs. 

The  VNA-Hospice  has  once  again  experienced  a  phenomenal  growth  rgte  of  approximately  23% 
during  this  past  year.  This  means  that  the  Agency's  staff  members  made  over  5 1 ,000  home  care 
and  hospice  visits,  with  an  additional  900  materaaJ-child  health  visits.  The  Agency's  budget  for 
1997  was  approximately  2.6  million  dollars,  with  the  primary  payor  continuing  to  be  Medicare. 
With  this  continued  growth,  the  Agency  still  has  to  depend  on  its  fiind  raising  efforts  and  town 
appropriations  in  order  to  achieve  its  mission  and  goals. 

The  VNA-Hospice  made  a  total  of  1,121  visits  in  Effmgham  this  year,  witii  957  of  them  being 
Home  Care  visits,  130  of  them  being  Hospice  visits  and  35  of  them  being  through  the  Maternal 
Child  Health  Program.  The  request  of  $1,825  from  the  Town  of  EflBngliam  actually  reflects  a 
significant  reduction  from  last  year  due  to  increased  efficiencies  within  the  VNA-Hosice's 
operations  and  reductions  in  numbers  of  visits.  Thank  you  for  your  continued  support.

By  associating  and  pooling 
resources,  local  governments  have  access  to  a  highly  trained  professional  staff  for  a  wide  variety  of 
services.  The  LRPC  works  to  benefit  the  member  communities  and  the  region  overall.  The  LRPC  has 
expertise  in  land  use  and  transportation  planning,  master  planning,  environmental  planning  capital 
improvement  programming,  economic  and  community  development,  housing,  fiscal  and  environmental 
impact  analysis,  geographic  information  systems,  household  hazardous  waste  collections,  engineering  and 
site  plan  review.  Circuit  rider  planning  and  public  fecilitation  services  are  also  available  fi'om  the 
Commission. 

Your  support  helps  the  LRPC  maintain  a  regional  presence  working  on  behalf  of  all  local 
governments  in  tie  Lakes  Region.  Over  the  past  year  the  LRPC: 

♦  Co-hosted  and  organized  three  public  Mimicipal  Law  Lectures  where  practiciog  attorneys  provide 
a  legal  perspective  on  local  planning,  zoning  and  other  municipal  issues. 

♦  Presented  a  public  workshop  for  local  land  use  boards  and  the  public  on  the  appUcation  of 
biosolids. 

♦  Convened  a  pubhc  workshop  on  conservation  open-space  zoning  for  planning  board  members  and 
others  interested  in  conserving  the  amount  of  open  space  in  their  communities. 

♦  Completed  and  distributed  a  comprehensive  update  of  the  Lakes  Region  Transportation  Plan.  The 
Transportation  Plan  is  the  policy  document  which  supports  additions  to  the  regional  and  state 
transportation  improvement  programs. 

♦  Completed  and  approved  the  1997  Lakes  Region  Transportation  Improvement  Plan  (TIP)  which 
prioritized  local  transportation  projects.  Submitted  the  TIP  to  the  N.H.  Department  of 
Transportation  for  consideration  in  the  State  Transportation  Improvement  Program,  as  required 
imder  State  Statute. 

'♦  Represented  the  region  on  the  N.H.  Heritage  Trail  Advisory  Committee. 

♦  Continued  to  update  the  digital  regional  land  use  map  using  geographic  information  system 
technology. 
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Provided  support  and  helped  shape  area  economic  development  policy  as  a  board  member  of  the 
Belknap  County  Economic  Development  Council.  Received  fimding  to  support  regional  economic 
development  from  the  NH  Community  Development  Finance  Authority. 

Continued  to  monitor  progress  by  the  State  that  would  lead  to  the  opening  of  Governor's  State  Park 
along  Lake  Winnisquam  as  a  member  of  the  Governor's  State  Park  Advisory  Committee.

Pemigewasset  River  Advisory  Committee. 

Completed  a  report  that  compares  single-day  household  hazardous  waste  (HHW)  collections  with 
permanent  HHW  collection  facilities. 

Established  subareas  of  the  Lakes  Region  as  forums  to  discuss  regional  planning  issues. 

Initiated  a  planning  process  for  the  development  of  applications  to  the  State  Transportation 
Enhancement  Program. 

DeveIop>ed  an  informational  brochure  on  Access  Management  techniques  that  municipalities  can 
use  to  improve  vehicle  movement  and  safety  along  our  roadways. 

Coordinated  the  12th  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection,  the  largest  single  day,  multi- 
site  collection  m  New  Hampshire.
